Such a plan had been submitted 
by Swift and Armour, which pro- 
posed that the holding company be 
organized by F. H. Prince & Co., 
Boston bankers. The government 
opposed this plan. 

“Any plan to be acceptable,” con- 
tinued the opinion, “must provile 
for an early and complete divest- 
ment by the defendants of all the 
obnoxious holdings. 

“If any delay is to be allowed in 


the actual divestment under the 
plans proposed, such plans must 
provide complete control by the 


court in the meantime of all such 
stocks and must heave the matter in 
the hands of the court In such wise 
bem the plan may be terminated at 
any time, if the court shell deter- 
imine that the defendants are net 
proceeding thereunder with prompt- 
ness and vigor.”

GOV. STEPHENS 
ASKS ECONOMY. 


(Continued from Second Page.) 


has indicated that a minimum of 
$5,000,000 will be required for the 
erection of such permanent struc- 
tures as will reasonably accommo- 
date the needs of the university. 


INSTITUTIONS CROWDED. 


In addition to the university, we 
find @ deplorable condition of over- 
crowding in every one of our State 
institutions. Our hospitals, our re- 
formatories are al!. seriously over- 
crowded, and unless steps are 
promptly taken to supply existing 
needs the State may be compelled 
regretfully to acknowledge derelic- 
tion in duty. A survey presented to 
me indicates another $5,000,000 to 
be requisite to take care of the cry- 
ing needs of our public institutions. 
The needs to which I refer are for 
permanent structures and in no 
sense for running costs. We have 
here, therefore, some $10,000,000 
most urgently needed in ‘the ve- 
rious public institutions of the State 
for permanent improvements and 
for the erection of permanent struc- 
tures. Such a sum cannot be drawn 
out of the usual revenues of the 
State. Nor would it be fair that the 
entire burden of these improve: 
ments should be borne by the taz- 
payer of today. The benefits will 
flow to the coming generation and 
a part of the burden should be 
borne by that generation. I recom- 
mend, therefore, the necessary leg- 
isiation for a stbmission to the 
people of the State of a bond issue 
of $10,000,000 to cover the cost of 
erecting these permanent structures 
for the university and institutions 
of this State. 

Along the line of economie develop- 
ment I believe one of the most im- 
portant sources of wealth within our 
border, thus far only partially de- 
veloped, is hydro-electric energy. Our 
State with its mighty sweep of snow- 
clad mountains is a natural store- 
house for developing a volume of en- 
ergy that will largely supplant coal 
and oll. I am most heartily in favor 
of encouraging its deveopment to the 
maximum extent consistent with 
public policy, In these modern days 
water and power have become the 
necessities of actual living-——less im- 
portant only than air—end wherever 
the means can be created for the 
development and the utilization of 
these latent resources of the State 
without sacrificing the public good 
to private and selfigh advantage, I 
am most heartily in favor of such 
measure. More strongly do I feel so 
now in view of the general fuel sit- 
vation in our State. California, with- 
out coal fields of any kind, has 
learned to depend upon fuel oil, and 
now the demands of industry upon 
fuel ofl are greater than ofl develop- 


ment. 
ECONOMIC BERIOUGB, 

The economic seriousness of the 
situation has been most forcibly pre- 
sented. to my mind by the drought 
of the last few years, which has com- 
pelled the publie utility corporations, | 
on account of lacK of water-de- 
veloped energy, to resort in larger | 
quantities te that developed out of | 


oil. 

During the last year the citizens of 
California have been seonfronted 
with a shortage of water for irriga- | 
tion and for power purposes. § In | 
some sections of the State this srort- | 
age became so acute that it placed 


a Umit upon production. While | 
this sho now has and | 
eoplous y rains give indication | 


that it will not recur during the | 
coming year, the situation through | 
which we have just passed gives em- 
Phasis to the need of impounding | 
every available drop of water and 
preventing, so far as ble, any 
future shortage either of water or 
electric power. 

There is no subject that ts of more 
vita] importance to the people of the 
State than the systematic aud wise 
development of our water resources 
for irrigation and wer purposes, 
therefore, I urgently recommend 
that you e an adequate and 
comprehensive investigation of the 
water resources of the State. 

I am sure that every citizen of 
California is fully aware of the vital 
necessity of so conserving the wa- 
ters of the State that they may be 
made available for the production 
of the valuable and widely diversi- 
fied crops which, under our wonder- 
ful climatic and soll conditions, can 
be produced in such great abund- 
ance. Ample water for irrigation is 
the only needful thing for practieel: 
ly unlimited production of all’ the 
essential needs and comforts de- 
manded by our complex civilization. 
California is not lacking in rainfall. 
In the opinion of experts and en- 
gineers who have given the subject 
special study, the waters of the 
State, if properly conserved and put 
to beneficial use, are sufficient to 
irrigate practically every acre of 
arable land. 

CHEAP POWER NEEDED. 

Our manufacturers and 
dustrial development are limited 
enly by two things—the agricultura! 
expansion of the State and the avail- 
ability of cheap power. Given 
cheap .power @nd practically un- 
limited production from the land, 
California can take first rank in the 
industrial States of the Union. 
Happily hydroelectric power de- 
velopment and irrigation go hand ir 
hand. Almost every drop of water 
may be made to do a double duty. 

ore being ultimately used for 
irrigation, it may be made to pro- 
duce electric energy. The power pro- 
duced from falling water is the 
cheapest er yet discovered by 
man. is cheap power, applied 
to industry, will make California a 
leading manufacturing State. 
ave ornia already is in the front 
nk in ’.production of hydroelectric 
energy. No other State, save one, 
now has or possibly can develop so 
much hydroelectric power, Great ae 
eur development in this direction has 
been, it is however, but 9 smal! part 
of the potential development under 
wise and carefully considered Plans 
out w posal 
that exist. 
f am most happy to refer to the 
overwhelming vote with which the 
people of California adopted the 
antialien Jand bill, and to express 
the hope that the new statute may 
to a material extent meet the land 
problem developing within our bor- 
ders this past decade. This State 
bas the unquestioned right te regu- 
late the ownership of its lands with- 
in its berders, and in the exercise of 
that right has resorted to the anti- 
alien land law. The step was made 
necessary by a real and growing 
menace. California, however, can- 
not by legislation prevent the a4- 
mission of Japanese into the United 
tes. That question must be lef: 
te the Federal government.

ECONDARY BOYCOTT’ CRIMINAL 
Union labor's “bill of rights” has 
been found by the Supreme Court of the 
United States to be a bill of wrongs. The 
secondary boycott, one of the favorite weap- 
of the union-labor bosses, is declared 
by the Supreme Court to be a violation of 
the Clayton Act. To attempt to enforce a 
secondary boycott is te commit a felony. 

This decision, eminently just, is one chart 
will break up one of the most unfair and 
un-American practices to which the union- 
labor movement has given birth. The sec- 
ondary boycott has been practiced freely 
by the labor unions all over the country. 
It was a part of their policy of unfair coer- 
clon. A notable instance was the boycott 
which the local unions once used against 
the largest department Store in Los Ange 
les because it used advertising space in The 
‘Times. The boycott of The Times because 
it dared to espouse the cause of industrial 
freedom was a primary boycott, a form that 
is still permitted under the Clayton Act. 
But the boycott of the de store be- 
cause it made use of the product of The 
Times-Mirror Company was a secondary 
boycott, a procedure that is now made a 
felony by Federal statute. 

Immunity from prosecution was claimef 
by the union-labor bosses responsible for 
the boycott of firms using presses many- 
factured by the Duplex Printing Company 
Of Battle Creek, Mich. They based their 
@efense on Section 6 of the ‘Clayton Act, 
which decrees that “labor of a human being 
is mot an article or commodity of com- 
merece.” For the guidance of lower courts 
the Supreme Court construed in detail the 
section of the Clayton Act relating to la- 
bor. The court held that: 

: The section assumes the normal ob- 
jects of a labor organization to be le- 
and declares that nothing in 
the antitrust laws shall be construed to 
forbid the existence and operation of 
stch organizations or to forbid their 
tmhembers from lawfully carrying out 
their legitimate objects. There is noth- 
ing here to justify defendants or the 
organizationg they represent in using 
either threats or persuasion to bring 
about strikes or a cessation of work by 
employees or the complainant's custom- 
ers or prospective customers ‘ 
and thereby constraining complainant 
to yield the matter in dispute. 

In referring to the case in part the court 
described it as: 

A combination sot merely to refrain 
from dealing with complainant, or to ad- 
vise or by Means to persuade 
plaintiff's customers to refrain, but to 
exercise coercive pressure upon such 
customers, actual and prospective, in 
order to cause them to withhold or 
‘withdraw patronage from complainant 
throvgh fear of loss or damage to them- 
selves should they deal with i¢ 
Thus passes the secondary boycott, sec- 
ond im the articles of the “bill of rights” 
drafted by the last convention of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. The alleged 
rights of the labor-union bosres are found 
“to be in conflict with the rights guaran- 
teed by that greatest of all unions, the 
United States. of America. The decision 
will be far-redching im its effects. When a 


lolating the terms of the Clayton 
Act is Mable to conviction for the com- 
mission of @ felony. 

‘When labor unions depart from “their 
normal and legitimate objects ‘and engage 
in actual] combination and conspiracy in re- 
straint of trade” they are encroaching on 
the rights and violating the laws under 
which open competition in industry is guar- 
wanteed. A union-labor trust is no more im- 
mene from prosecution than «4 trust of em- 
ployers. The guaranty of equal rights un- 
der the American Constitution is not a hol- 
low form; it is the pledge of the whole peo- 
bie that no class, craft or cult sball be 
} above the law. 

Unless the high officials of the Amefican 
Federation of Labor revise their boasted 

“bill ef rights” they are likely to be re- 
| lieved of further worry about the bigh cost 
} of living—ion their case the cost of high 
iNving is the proper term—for the govern- 
ment will supply them with striped suits 
free of cost and house and board them to 


NFAIR REPRESENTATION. 

Testifying before the Senate Judiciary 
Committee recently the Attorney of 
New York said that there are at least 1,000,- 
000 people in the City of New York alone 
who are opposed to all government. He said 
that nearly al) thesé anarchists are unnat- 
uralised foreigners; but they give New 
York City two additional Congressmen and 
_ in the districts so formed but a small per- 
centage of those entitled to vote are native- 
born. 
A similar condition exists in other east- 
ern localities where most of our 14,000,000 
tnnaturalised foreigners are domiciled. 
While only naturalized citizens are permit- 
ted to yote, the unnaturalized foreigners 
are all counted in estimating the population 
of a State. As the representation in the 
House of Representatives is based on popu- 
lation and not on citizenship those 14,000,- 
000 foreigners add fifty six members to the 
lower house; for the present proportionate 
representation gives, in round numbers, 
four Congressmen for each 1,000,000 of pop- 
ulation. 

This condition is one that was not fore- 
seen when the Constitution was written 
end one that gives an undéserved advan- 
tage to that section of the country east of 
the Mississippi and north of the Ohio and 
Potomac rivers, for in that territory at least 
13,000,000 of the 14,000,000 unnaturalized 
foreigners reside. In order to right this 
palpable though unintentional wrong an 
organization known as the “Allied Citizens 
of America” has been formed. Its purpose 
is to secure the adoption of an amendment 
to the Federal Constitution which will base 
representation in Congress on the number 
of actual citizens and not on gross popu- 
lation. 
New York State hae protected its citi- 
zens against this injustice by providing 
that membership fn the Legislature shall be 
allocated according to the number of citi- 
gensjand not on the gross population. This 
prevents the industria] districts in and 
‘about New York City from securing undve 
representation in the State Legisiature. If 
such an amendment were approved by Con- 
gress ite ratification by the requisite num- 
ber of States would soon follow; for there 
are few American citizens who care to 
give representation in Congress to millions 
-of foreigners who will not or cannot become 


citisens themselves. 


OCIALASM TRIED OUT. 
There are three distinct brands of 
Socialism being tried out. Webster defines 
Socialism as “an economic theory or sys- 
tem of the reconstruction of society upon 
the basis of co-operation of labor and com- 
munity of property.” 

Which sounds so entirely simple. Theo- 
retically Socialism is the great leveler by 
which the poor become richer, the rich 
become poorer, everybody works a little, 
nobody works too much, there are equal 
Opportunities for all, special privileges for 
none, every citizen is as good as every 
other citizen, brotherly love and content 
cementing the whole. 

So far so good. But the trouble with 
Socialism is just that it is an economic 
System, and economics, money, commerce, 
Ppreperty, are the most contentious factors 
¢xtant—and bumag beings will be 8o per- 
sonal. 

Wherefore we have the Russian system, 
known as Bolshevism. Under this system, 
if we are to believe the apparently authen- 
tic reports coming out of Russia, Lenine is 
more Czaristic than the late lamented Czar, 
freedom, as it is known. under constitu- 
tional monarchy or republican, government, 
non est, the working day is anythigg from 
ten to sixteen hours, everybody owns every 
thing but nobody owns anything, and or- 
ganized militarism, even as with mon- 
archical autocrats, is the chief weapon of 
compulsion. Pacifism and international 
brotherhood, which are the sweetest argu- 
ments for Socialism, take an alarmingly 
belligerent form in practice, and, from al! 
accounts, fail to engender the universal 
content claimed for it. 

Then there is the German system, 
which may be called moderate Socialism. 
Judging by the recent ‘elections, moderate 
bocialism is no more popular tkan itmmod- 
erate Socialism. Whereas Russia national- 
ized everything (the Czar having begun it 
with the railways, vodka and other tndis- 
pensables,) the moderate Socialism of Ger- 
| many has nationalised nothing. Whereas, 
under the Kaiser, quite a numerous faction 
enjoyed exemption from income tax, there 
is practically no exemption for anyone now. 
Workmen get much higher pay, but pay so 
much higher taxes that they are actually 
worse off the more they earn. As for “cap- 
ital,” since a capitalist is a man owning 
anything above 3000 marks, which means the 
1 Tice of about five pairs of shoes just now, 
and that in German paper Money, pretty 
Well every working man is a wicked cap- 
italist to be taxed accordingly. The tax on 
increment of wealth expropriates to the 
State every pfennig exceeding 270,000 since 
1913, so that the man who had one million 
good gold marks in June, 1913, and by use- 
| ful production now owns two million of 
worthless paper marks, has really lost about 
300,000 marks and ig treated as a greedy 
profiteer and must hand over 730,000 of his 
unprofitable profits to the state. 

Of course Socialists argue that the war 
is responsible for their embarrassment, but 
on. the other band, they knew that a great 
upheaval was the only method by which So 
cialism could ever be instated and if the 
Kaiser had not started it, they probably 
would have done it themselves. The war 


took it. 

The third brand of Socialism is that of 
Australia, installed in peace and plenty 
under the benevolent self-governing system 
of the British crown. Australian Socialism 
has had the best chance of all, won simply 
by the ballot, with a great fertile continent 
to work in, British credit tc sustain it, the 
British navy to protect it and British dig- 
unity and prestige to uphold it. the 
result? Five million people in @ continent 
@reater than the United States,. strikes 
every day, hopelessly backward commerce, 
low wages, high prices, crowded cities, mil- 
lions of acres unexplored or vacant terri- 
tory, imports exceeding exports, high taxes, 
poor credit, appalling transportation, out- 
of-date methods of agriculture, manufac- 
turers few and those despairing, and horse 
racing the chief nationa! industry. | 

-In Australia organized labor is supreme, 
most things are nationalized, working days 
are short and holidays many—but every- 
body kicks all the time. The rich kick 
and avoid enterprise and progress, because 
these are ever penalized. The middie 
classes wear an attitude of perpetual mar- 
tyrdom. And the workingman kicks, 
strikes and kicks again, because he can't 
get more money for less work, because the 
rich won't open factories for him to control 
and Because his labor-union government 
doesn’t seem capable of performing a se- 
ries of miracles. 

Yet/with these three more or less enchant- 
ing eXamples before us there are still any 
number of ardent devotees yearning to con- 
vert the rest of us to Socialism. They still put 
up the same old line of talk about 
dom, equality and international brother- 
hood. And all the while the world’s popu- 
lation appears to be bent upoh coming to 
the United States if we will Jet them, which 
is republican, with as much liberty as most 
of us @eem able to stand, or to the British 
dominions, other than Australia, where 
toasts still take the form of “Gentlemen, 
the King!” 

In moderately Socialistic Germany the 
purchase of a bicycle is a taxable offense.

balmy So¢ialistic Australia the atmosphere 
is thick with one loud, long peeve.
